When We Were Worms. 

As a term of ridicule, hyumaa 

Leings have often been called 

“worms,” and in this connection the 
inhabitants of Samoa have a strange , 
superstition regarding our origin, 
saya Answers. 

A Very peculiar occurrence takes 
place in Samoa once a year for a per- 
iod of forty-eight hours., Towards the 
end of October, a dense mass of sea- 
worms appears on the surface of the 
waler surrounding Samoa, Theee 
worms,"which are of various lengths, 
are sReat delicacies of the Sanioans: 
Known as “Palolo,” they are sought 
for with enthusiasm by every native 
tcan, woman and child, and as they 
only stay on the surface of the water 
for a short time, and in favored 
rayis, these worms want watching 
for! 

It is in connection with thgse 
weird: worms that the Samoans’ sup- 
erstition arose. The story ia that 
Tangaloa, the chtef god of the 
Samoans, sent his‘ daughter Turi 
down to earth to search for a home. 
In all the wast@ of water there was 
only a bare rock, and she went and 
told her father of the shortage of 
dwelling accommodation! He there- 
upon gave her a wild vide 10 plant 
on the rock, which sbe had found, 
and it Gourishbed fer a time, then 
died. Turl was vexed to think the 


vine would not thrive, but her father 


ordered her to dig It up. 

This she did, and discovered that 
all the withered leaves bad turned 
to worms, and that, in some strange 
manner, these worms afterwards 
became men and women. And thus 
the Samoans say, men were created; 
they hold that we were once worms! 


Pensions In France. 


France, where it is the custom to 
pay pensions to the descendants of 
original pensioners until the line ex- 
Pires, still pays’ a pension to the 

family, whose.forefather 
sacrificed his life on the eve of the 
battle of Klosterkamnp in 1760 ( 
kee the Freach army from being 
surprised. It also pays seventy-oight 
pensions that date from the First 
Empire to descendants of heroes of 
Austerlitz and Friedland. {t paid the 
last La Boissiere de Chambord six 
thousand livres a year until his death 
a few months ago, because a daophin 
of France killed one of his ancestors, 
and untill recently it paid a pension 
to the descendants of Montcalm. But 
the tremendous pension list, which is 
the more surprising because of the 
traditiosal thrift of the French, now 
has attracted the attention of cco- 
nomical legislators and is likely to be 
much curtailed.

serted, in which boys, girls and infants in arms have been sold, the boys 
for two dollars and the girls for two dollars and fifty cents. The remain- 
der of the people are cating roots, husks, chaff, bark, thistle, tree leaves, 
and the meat of mules too old to be sold. Cholera is prevalent, 

Similar conditions prevail throughout the stricken area. Terror is 
injected into the situation by the operations of bandits, who are now 
Scouring the country, robbing the stricken inhabitants of the'r last slim 
possessions. The heads of familics arc poisoning or drowning their 
wives and children and then killing themselves to avoid certain death by 
starvation or at the hands of the bandits. 

The famine isthe result of the Spring crop failure, due to the de- 
ficiency of snow during the winter time and the lack of rain in the earlier 
months of this year, resulting in no seed for the Autumn crops. 

While all this has been happening the rest of China is highly pros- 
pcrous, and the volume of foreign trade exceeds all records, but no aid 
has been given the afflicted by their richer neighbors, and even the Gov- 
ernment is not very energetic in relief work, spending more time in at- 
tempting to collect the taxes which the people are unable to pay-

THE KENT REGISTRARSHIP. 

At a mass meeting of the G. W. V. A. in Chatham 2 petition to the 
Ontario Government was largely signed in protest against the appoint- 
ment of Mr. J. B. Clark to the office of Registrar of Kent County. The

-deputy Registrar, had been promoted to the Registrarship and succeeded 
as deputy by a returned soldier. They complain that the Drury Govern- 
nient has recently Billed five offices, for not one of which 2 returned sol- 
dier was sclected. : ; 

The Drury Government will surely not deny that the returned sol- 
hers have claims to consideration when appointments to office are to be 
fmade. Tho soldiers are not without experience in public service. At the 
Qreatest possible risk and at great sacrifice, they rendered the highest 
kind of public service—that of defending their country against the most 
dangerous enemy that ever attacked it. ~The country is therefore mote 
deeply indebted to them than to any other clement in its population... On- 
tario is the home of about half the total force enlisted for service over- 
seas. So in Ontario the Provincial Government should be particelarly 


mindful of the claims of returned men to such places of emolument as are | 


at its disposal. Likewise the cligibleness of women to places in the pub- 
‘Tic service must be recognized. As it was this Province that made the 
‘greatest war cflort, so women of Ontario had the largest share of ‘the 
*vear work and the war sorrow that fell upon Canadian womanhood. The 
“women of Ontario possess the suffrage. As a.matter of fact, in voting 
‘strength they hold the balance of power. In disregarding the fact that 
Miss Burton had the highest claims to the Registrarship and the fact 
‘that there were returned soldiers qualified to succeed her in the deputy 
Registrarship, the Drury.

frank. assumption of Dictatorship in declaring that Magistrates must

mit to:being servants of the government in power. This explains the 
removal of Magistrate Hastings of Dunnville from the bench, which is 


comméated npon by the Hamilton Herald as follows: if 
The New Dictatorship. 

The spirited yet dignified reply of Magistrate Hastings, of 
_ Dunnville, to the charges made against him by unknown parties, 
and to Attorney-General Rancy’s comments on those charges, 
is such a reply as those who know Mr. Hastings would expect 
him to make. 

But there is a very important point in connection with this 
casé which Mr. Hastings docs not deal with. When Attorney- 
General Ranty, without investigation, suspended the police 
magistrate at Dunnville and afterwards explained that he took 

\this action because the police magistrate had not obeyed his 
_(the attorney-gencral’s) instructions in the matter of O.T.A. 
penalties, the Attorney-General raised an issue which odght to 
be decided right.now. Has he the right to dictate ‘to police 
_ magistrates how they must deal with particular cases or par- 
ticular classcs of cases—that-certain cases must-be dealt with 
severely and tHe extreme penalty be inflicted, while in other 
cases the magistmtes are at liberty to exercise their own judg- 

ment?!“ 
fe It-is clear that Mr. Raney believes that he, as Attorney- 
neral, possesses this right of dictation. **The Attorncy- 
General’’——so runs the report of his remarks to the Dunnville 
députation—‘‘called attention to the fact that magistrates were 
servants of the government, and as such were subject to in- 
s i He-said that Magistrate Hastings had failed to ob- 
serve the spirit of the orders issued to him.” 
Must Obey Orders. ’ 

“*The spirit of the ORDERS issucd to him!’* Mark that. 
Mr. Raney’$ action, taken for the reasons stated by himself, 
we regard’ as an attack upon the independence. of the bench in 
this province. The, Attorney-General has no more right to 
“order’’ police magistrates “how they shall deal with certain 

cases or classes of cases brought before them than he has to 
issue similar ‘‘orders’’ to a high court judge. And further, if 
a police magistrate who, in obeying an ‘‘order™’ from the Attor- 
ney-General, were to act contrary to his own judgment, he 
would be violating his oath of office. Itis the duty of a magis- 
trate in the administration of justice, to act in accordance with 
his own conscience and judgment, not in obedience to the 
c **“of the Attorney-General or anybody else. 

Mr. Raney is a segvant Of the Crown. But he arrogates 
to,himself.;more authority than.the Crown possesses under Bri- 
tish constitutional government. Onc of the most scrious charges 
brought against King James II was that he had attempted to 
interfere with the course of justice by bringing influence to bear 
upon judges. James lost his throne because he arrogated to 

shimself- more authority than he lawfully possessed. That is 

» just what Mr. Raney is doing. He has no more authority than 
the Crown, and the Crown has no right to dictate to magis- 
trates and judges.

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Y. M. C. A. STILL 
WORKING ABROAD 


Te will be a pleasant surprise to most people to learn that the Ameri- 
can Y.M.C.A,. is still keeping overseas no fewer than 615 American men 
and women engaged in various services, thinks The Continent (Presby- 
terian), “ Examples of Y.M.C.A. activities cited in France are the foyer 
work in connection with the French Army and the work still being main- 
tained among the Chinese coolies, who served belind the lines during 
the war and are now in France go aid in restoring the battle-fields to cul- 
tivation. Jr is purposed in the former branch of activity to make up a 
complete staff of French secretaries @s soon. as they can be trained. At 
present there are still forty-two Anicricans helping in the task. Work- 
ing among the Chinese are fifty-one Chinese-speaking Americans, most- 
ly former missionaries to China. They are well scattered, being now 
assigned to forty-nine dificrent localities. Elsewhere ‘sixteen men from 
the United States are staying with Russian prisoners in Germany until 
the two governments conc erned can agree.on the method of taking them 
back home. Of course the handful of American troops on the Rhine has 
not been neglected The 124 *Y’ men and women attached to those gar- 
tisons are a better complement doubtless than any division had the bene- 
fit of during the war. Poland has had a force of sixty-five of the same 
kind of people cl cheering on its fighters, 
in Czecho-Slovakiag An American sailors’ hut is open under 
pices in Consiantinnel Roumania is being served by forty represent- 
atives of the American association. ‘There twenty-nine even in 
Siberia. John R. Mott, who is just back from Europe after having seen 
many of these workers at their posts, says that they ought to have more 
ctedit for ‘their quict, unflagging courage and enthusiasm’ than those 
Sate served through the ‘thrifling glamor’ of the war.”’

Dr. Boyle has been particularly 
intrested in the social side of 
mental abnormality and is a pioneer 
in the Psychiatric study of juvenile 
delinquency. She has done much In } 
England to establish special training 
schools for mental defectives, and 
has Inaugurated a successful system 
of boarding out the feeble-minded. 

In connection with the war the 
doctor has performed noteworthy 
work’ with those suffering from shell 
shock and the nervo-racking expoeri- 
ences of air ‘raids, She haa also 
ferved in an hospital organized by 
‘women in Serbia, and helped cope 
with the typhus epidemte 419 that 
country in 19165.

‘This year there are certain changes in 
the matier of the qualifications for municipal offices and also certain con- 
itsons for the election‘ of public school trustees. The public: school 
trustees will be elected as usual on the same day as the municipal candi- 
dates, that is, provided an election takes place. The nominations take 
place December 27 in the City Hall. : : 

: ‘The nomimiations this year because of the absence pf property quali- 
fications should make the meeting for selection of candidates of more 
than: passing interest. For the public information The Intelligencer 

vith reference to the qualifications of 
those seeking municipal honors, In brief these are as follows: 

)*t1.5 Every person shall De qualified 16 be elected a member of the 
colncit-Af a local municipality who (a) is 2 householder residing in the 
municipality, or is rated on the last revised assessment roll of the muni- 
cipatiity for land held in his own right for an amount sufficient to entitle 
him,to be entered on the voters’ list and resides in or within two miles of 
io pean (b) is entered on the last revised voters’ list as qualified 
to at municipal elections; (c) is a British subject ; (d) is of full age 
of twenty-one years, and (c) is not disqualified under this or any other 

4 The rating for land shall be in respect. of a freehold or lease- 
al or’ equitable, or partly, of each.

An Historic Site In Connection Wit: 
Canadian Methodism. 

The 126th anniversary of Lundy's 
Lané Methodist Church was observed 
on Sunday, November, 14. On this 
historic ground, Methodism was first 
planted by the United Empire Loyal- 
ists, before the iterancy system be 
gan, the Grst preacher being 4 sol- 
dier, Major George Neal, who preach- 
ed and formed the Orst class meeting 
in 1788. He was not kindly received, 
and accounts relate that he .was pelt- 
ed with stones until the blood poufed 
down his face, Methodism of Upper 
Canada, at this time ahd for a num- 
ber of years afterwards, con- 
nected with the Methodist Ep 
Churctr of the United States, as estab- 
Ushed by Wesley at the close of the 
revolutionary war. From 1791 until 
1794 different preachers came along 
each prenching where he could finc 
hearers and form his converts into 
classes. Three years afterwards, cir- 
cults were formed, the Niagara cir 
cuit taking in Lundy’s Lane, with 
Darius Dunhani as the first minister, 
who journeyed for miles from one 

face to the other on horseback, 
preaching the gospel. Thomas White- 
head, who followed, in order to reach 
Niagara from Albany in 1806, had a 
journey of six.weeks living on bolled 
wheat by the way. ~As the yean 
passed other preacifers came unt 
the breaking out of the war in 1812, 
when many of the ministers stationed 
in- Canada returned to the United 
States. The “old red meeting house” 
in Lundy's Lane was buili some time 
alter the war, about 1820. 

A plot of ground of about two 
acres was donated by Charles Green, 
a United Empire Loyalist, and at the 
west end of Lundy's Lane the church 
was built, which was one of the frst 


Methodist churches erected in Can-}~ 


ada. The “old red meeting house” 
stood as a landmark for wany years, 
and was the scene of the meeting of 
the general conference, when preach- 
ers from all parts.of Canada and the 
United States assembled there. 
Reaching conferences in those days 
Was a work of to and danger-——one 
preacher was drowned in the Susque- 
hanoa river, while on his way to the 
tueeting. More than one hundred tra- 
veling preachers assembled under the 
presidency of the American bishop, 
Enoch George. The public services 
were largely attended, where six 
years before these men fought on 
opposite sides near this spot in the 
fierce battle of Lundy's Lane. When 
the last day of the conference came, 
the preachers brought their horses 
saddled ready tu start. The appolat- 
ments were to be pead by the bishop 
and each aan without a wurmur 
would start for his new feld, in 
whatever circuit he was sent, 

In the year 1844 a new edifice; 
was built on the alde of the present 
building, but those who had so long 
worshipped in the “Old Ked* Meeting 
House” felt that they were Ilcath to 
leave It, and from the year 1844 until 
1857 services were held in both 
churches, In 1857 services were dis- 
continued ia the Ked Meeting House 
and held in the new chureh, = John 
Ker, who moved from Merritton to 
Lundy's Lane, organized a Sunday 
school, as formerly the Melhodists 
met in Sunday school wit 
byterians. Kev. Mr. Di 
charge from 1857 to 1860, and was 
succeeded by Rev. Jolin Waketeld, 
who conducted a revival meeting for 
thirteen weeks, In 1863 the church 
was enlarged. In 1888 the church 
now standing was built, the old build- 
ing being found too small. Rev, P. 
Hobbs was in charge. The last ser- 
vice-held in the old chureh took place 
on Sunday, April 18, NSS, when nine 
babies were christened. The corner- 
stone of the prevent church was laid 
May 24, 1888, and was completed in 
November of the same year.

Pink Salmon, 

Canadian householders are buying 
salmon by color rather than by qual-+ 
ily, according to Dr. Edward Prince, ‘ 
chairman of the Biological Board of 
Canada, who states that the best- 
Gavored salmon on the Pacific coast 
is in small demand because the color 
is pale. The inferior salmon, which 
is of a rich red color,” brings the 
best price, and takes Orst place on 
the Canada market. The price of 
pink salmon ia stated to be about 
one-half the-price of the red. The 
sockeye, known us the red salmon, 
is in great demand, and the species 
is threatened with ultimate extine- 
tion, and there is a consequent rise 
in prices. The pink and chum sal- 
mon caught in British Columbia are 
almost unsalable in Canada. 

During the recent salmon fishing 
season in’ British Columbla, Alaska 
fisheries were shipping their red 
gzalmon to British Columbia canner, 
while British Columbia fisheries 
were shipping their pinks and chum: 
to United States canneries, because 
there was 2 demand for this class ot 
fish across the border.

A popular belief has prevailed fo 
ages in maby parts of the world that, 
certain unseasonable conditions of 
temperature tend to occur from year 
to year at about the same dates. In 
Canada, one-hears of ‘the “Japuary 
thaw,” “squaw winter,” “Indian 
summer,” etc: While in England the 
pest known ofthese supposedly con- 
stant features of the climate is the 
cold period of the “Ice Sainte” (May 
llth to 14th). The European, equiv- 
alent of Canada’s Indian summer re- 
joices in numerous names (St. Mar- 
tin’s summer, old wives’ sammer, 
after-summer, etc.), and the dates 
assigned by tradition fo its occurrence 
vary from country to country. Whe- 
ther these alleged Interruptions 11 
the regular progression of the seasons 
are genuine phenomena Is one of the 
mooted questions of meteorology. 
Prof. C. F. Marvin, chief of the U. 8. 
Weather Bureau, has recently pub- 
lished a memoir on this subject, in 
which, us the result of a mathematl- 
cal discussion of numerous American 
weather records, he reaches the con- 
clusion that “ti@ annual march of 
iemperature is a smooth curve devoid 
of secondary maxima and minima or 
of perceptible points of inflection,” 
and that “marked irregularities, such 
as connoted by ¢erins like the Jah- 
-uary thaw, the May freeze, ete., do 
not persist nor have a real existence.”

Prices 
tire quoted per load, and a load may 
consist of any quantity depending up- 
on the dealer. Naturally the public is 
reluctant fo purchase an unknown 
quantity. The experience of one con- 
sumer with what is known as “milt- 
wood” emphasizes this point. The’ 
dealer refused to sell it by the cord, 
but quoted it at $3 per load. Measure-! 
Yoent of the load disclosed the fact, 
that $3 per Joad was equivalent £0 $23" 
per cord.

This class of. wood 
was later sold by the municipality at 
$7.50 per cord, and hard wood (one 
cord equal to one ton of anthracite) 
at $13.50. One Canadian city has 
standardized the size of wood delivery 
wagon boxes. A bylaw provides that 
the capacity of a “double load” box 
™must be 163 cuble feet, which is con- 
sidered to bo equal to one cord 
as ordinarily thrown in. The box for 
a “single load” must have a capacity 
of 84 cubic feet. The bylaw also re- 
quires that the driver of the wood de- 
‘livery wagon shall before unloading 
invite inspection of “the load by the 
purchaser or his representative. This 
regulation might well be adopted by 
all municipalities; it would undoubt- 
edly enlarge the market for wood fuel, 
as tho consumer would no longer, be 
compelled to purchase a load without

MEAT FROM REINDEER. 


Stefansson, the Explorer, to Begin 
With Herd on Baffin's Land. 

Will the reindeer, known to most 
Canadians only through its fanciful 
association with Santa Claus, become 
an important meat supply of the 
world, even superseding ingeattle-s sat 
sheep? In the opinion of many ha’ 
headed business men in Canada a 
England, and at least one famous 
scientist, that is exactly what is to 
happen. They are backing their opin- 
fon with cash, it isisaid, to the tuje, 
of several hundred! thousand dollars 
in financing the newest of business 
ventures, raising reindeer.on a big 
scale for their meat, hides and 
antlera. 

Stefensson, the Arctic. explorer, 
writer and scientist, is, we read, 
apout to see the fruition of years of 
work in establishing an immense 
reindeer ranch on Baffin Island 
north of Labrador and southwest of 
Greenland. The Canadian Govern- 
ment has leased a hupdred and thir- 
teen thousand square miles of land 
to Stefanason and. his associates. 
The company will begin with a herd 
of some 3,000 reindeer brought In 
from Norway. It is said that they 
require no care whatever and no pro- 
vision need be made for feeding 
them. This statement is based on the 
fact that all along the northern bor- 
der of Eurasia, including Norway, 
Lapland, Finland, Russia and 38i- 
bderla, the nomadic tribes breed rein- 
deer by tens of thousands. They live 
on the reindeer meat, drink the milk 
and clothe themselves in the #kins, 
Incidentally, British capltal some 
time ago became interested in the 
commercial possibilities of the rein- 
deer in Russia.. We are told that 
when the Bolsheviki gave satisfactory 
guarantees that foreign property 
rights will be réapected, the more 
was mado by British financiers to In- 
vest on a big scale in reindeer rais- 
ing in northern Russia, Archangel be- 
ing the port through which the meat 
is to be shipped out. 

Stefansson and his associates will 
at first ship the reindeer alive from 
Baffin Island to the United States and 
England. Later on it is planned to 
develop abattoirs on the island abd 
ship carcasses and hides, There are 
several good harbors capable of de- 
velopment at comparatively slight 
expense. The distance from the Island 
to Liverpool is reported to be less 
than the distance from New York to 
Liverpool, though this fact is not ap- 
parent if you look at a distorted 
Mercator’s projection map. Reindeer 
meat, It is sald, costs less to produce 
than any other kind capable of be- 
ing sold generally in large quantities. 
Several ranches in Alaska are now 
in successful operation. Persons now 
engaged in the industry there declare 
that they can produce the meat and 
ship it to Seattle to sell for about five 
dollars a carcass, What the Seattle 
meat dealers sctuatys pay is thirty 
dollars per carcass. dressed car- 
cass weighs about ce hussred and 
sixty-five pounds. The reindeer are 
slaughtered at the age of two and 
one-half years, which- means that 
nearly two generations are | brought 
to maturity in the amount:of time 
that is required for one: generation 
of cattle,. An equivalent amount of 
pasturage will support three times 
as many reindeer as cattle. - 

At the present rate, it is sald, the 
hide alone can be sold for enought 
to pay the “overhead cost” of raising 
a reindeer. sounds like the 
famous “cat and rat ranch” scheme 
of sanctified memory, yet the bus!- 
ness aspect of the’ proposition is at- 
tracthre enough to have induced.a 
number of Americans to go inte 
raising reindeer in Alaska recently.

Cheese may be defifed as “the solid 
part of sweet milk obtaitied by heat- 
ing the milk and coagulating” the 
proteld, which In cheese ia casein, by 
means of rennet, or an acid. » ‘ 

There are three chief kinds -of 
cheese — skim milk cheese, whole 
milk cheese and cream cheese. Ex- 
amplea of whole milk and cream: 
cheese are Stilton and | Double 
Gloucester, “while Bric, Neufchatel 
and, Camembert are cream cheeses. 
Skimmed milk cheeses include Edam 
and Parmesian cheese. 

The odor and Savor of cheeses are 
due to the method making, the con- 
aitjons of the milk used, the ferment 
used and the workings of bacteria. 
Roquefort cheese, for instance, is 
made from the milk of goat ewes, 
bread added, and the cheese “cured” 
in caves, which causes the formation 
of the famous green mould.

Statistics received by the Foreign Information Department of the 
Bankers ‘Trust:Company of New York, itdicate that Great Britain will 
probably have a favorable trade balance in 1920 exceeding the prelim- 
inary estimate of £180,000,000 made by the British Board of Trade. This 
estimate was based on trade returns for the first half of the year. and 
calcplations of the amount of “invisible exports”” income to be derived 
from forcign investments, earnings froin shipping and.other services.

© chandise imports in 1920 amounting to £240,000,000 in the first half of 
the year and 180,000,000 in the second half_ The “‘invisible exports” 
for the year were reckoned at £600,000,000.

Sydney, N.S., Dec. 23—The em- 
bargo on the Canadian National Rail- 
way ison. From Tuesday, the 28th of 
this month the men employed on the 
railway have been instructed to have 
nothing todo with steel company 
freight. The embargo does not in any 
way affect the Sydney and Louisburg 
Railway, and things on this line will 
go ahead as usual.

Port of Spain, Trinidad, Dec. 27.— 
Canada led all other countries in sup- 
plying the colony of Trinidad with 
foodstuffs in 1919, complete trade sta- 
tistics for that year, which have just 
been published, show. Tho import- 
ation of foodstuffs from Canada was 
over’ three-quarters of a million dol- 
lars greater in value than in the pre- 
vious ycar, amounting to $4,209,998, 
as against $3,495,436." The bulk of this 
consisted of flour and salt fish. 

During the, year foodstuffs valued at 
$2,588,594 were imported {from . the 
United States; $580,596 from Britain;

Among 
other leading’ items supplied by Can- 
ada during the year wére: paper, $33,- 
236; painters’ colors and materials, 
$33,719; rubber manufactures, $47,- 
33; undressed timber, $103,315, dress- 
ed timber, $67,977. 

The trade in rubber manufactures is 
a coniparatively new development and 
includes largely canvas rabber-soled 
shoes, for which a big demand had de- 
‘veloped here as a substitute for leather 
shoes. - 

Tho export trade to Canada showed 
a decrease in 1919, being $795,180 as 
compared with $1,081,689 in 1918. The 
four chief exports to Canada are 
sigar, cocoa," Wicoanuts. and molasses, 
all of which, except cocoanuts, show- 
od declines in the year. 

During the. year shipments of sugar 
foll from 3,316! tons, valued at $403,- 
2683, to nothing.» This was because the 
supply susually expotied to Canada 
was not available the Trinidad sugar

THE BURDEN OF WA. 
Has Created Heavy Debts for British 


F People. 

The, part which war plays in the 
ereation of national! debt is vizualis- 
ed in a study of ‘“Fpglish Public 
Finance” whith has just been pub- 
lished. Original tables covering & 
period of almost two'and a half cen- 
turies of British national expenditure 
disclose that the actual cost of civil 
government han been relatively small. | 

Dering the past elx years, the 
atudy shows that Great Britain's out- 
lay for running her Government was 
only 1,059 million pounds (about 
five bilion dollars), while, the ex- 
penses~ of the’ war amounted to 
10,208 million pounds (about Sfty- 
one billion dollars). 

At various important periods the 
cost of England's civil government 
has been as follows: 


1857 £13,100,000 
15,300,000 
25,100,000 
42,600,000 
33,900,000 
73,100,000 
99,800,000 


This range of years includes the 
Crimean and the Boer wars. In 1857, 
the period of the Crimean war, the 
military charge was some thirty-four 
million pounds or almost three times 
the cost of the ¢ivil government. 
Similarly in 1903, the Boer war per 
fod, the military charge of 100 mil- 
lion pounds (roundly 590 million 
dollars) exceeded the outlay for civil 
government, In spite of greater gov- 
ernment expenditures for social bet- 
terment which ran the civil outlay uD 
to 73 million pounds. 

The world war added 7,367 million 
pounds to Great Britain's national 
debt which on December 31, 1919, 
amounted to about 40 billion dollars. 
An increased debt, the study dis- 
clones, has been the outcome of all 
British wara during the two and a 
half centuries reviewed. The follow. 
ing table Indicates how war has en- 
larged Britain'’s'debt:

FAVORABLE BALANCE 
WITH OLD COUNTRY 

New York, Dec. 2%7.—Canada is one 
of four British dominions which have 
a favorable Malance of trade with the 
Old Country, according to a summary 
of the present trade situation in the 
United Kingiom published by the 
Wall Street Journal. The paper says: 

“Out of 36 leading countries, 13 will 
at the em? of 19230 owe the Unite! 
KinenJom ‘on trade balance. Only 3 
of the 26 were indebtel to Britain at 
the close of 1913, the last year before 
the war. 

“In nine monthe of 1900, at the 
nominal value of the pound, the Un- 
iow et South Africa bought $1€2,000,000 
more of British goods than her ex- 
ports te Encland. At the end of nine 
months of 1919 the account stood $20,- 
000,000 in faver of South Africa, Bri- 
tain replaced her adverse balance of 
$167,500,000 owing to India for the 
same petiod of 1919 with a credit of 
$277,700,000 for the later period of 
1330, 

“There was a similar change, though 
not. eo large in actual totals, in com- 
merce with Portugal, Brazil, China 
amd Japan. In two cases the balance 
swung around adversely. In the later 
period it was approximately $25,000- 
000 in favor of Germany and $1000,- 
000,000 in favor of Switzerland, Yet 
those unfavorable changes do not loom 
large by comparison with a clear gain 
of $490,000,000 in commerce with the 
six other nations, four of which are 
not British possessions gt colonies, 

“Compared with the prewar year 
the current étate of British t pre- 
sents even more startling modifica- 
tions of world conditions, France, 
Belgium, Norway, Holland, Denmark 
now buy more ‘from.

TO BUILD HOUSES FOR 

HIRED HELP ON FARM. 
. The proposition to enact legislation in the provincial parliament to 
' provide for housing loans to permit farmers to build houses for farm 
help scems bizarre to many, but it is interesting and worthy of closc 
consideration. The Toronto Mail and Empire is strongly in favor of 
housing loans for farmers and speaks of the proposition’ cditorially..as 

follows: 


wre 


The Drury Government should not-be afraid that it will be 
accused of “‘class legisiation’’ if it makes provision for housing 
loans to encourage farmers to build separate cottages for their 
farm help. The building of laborers’ cottages on Ontario farms 
is one of the big needs of today. If separate housing accom- 
modation existed, wheré a man and his family could, live rent- 
free, thousands of men ‘in the cities, who have farm experience, 
would be induced to go back to the land for a season. Nothing 
so mifitates against'a ‘iback to the land’” movement as the com- 
mon ice of putting the “‘hired:man” in any odd corner 
available in the farmer's house. “That habit prevents any but 
single men from going out to the farms to work. Only the 
wealthier farmers could afford a separate cottage, say of four 
rooms, but if the province loaned 75 per cent. of the cost, on 
the farmer's general security, probably several thousands of 
cottages would be erected. The building activity would not 
only provide temporary employment, but for years would re- 
turn annual dividends in better agriculture. Labor shortage is 
the farmer’s worst foe, and if food costs stay down, to obtain 
labor at the price he can afford to pay will be his:chief problem. 


FROZEN FISH JUST AS PALATABLE 
BUT CHEAPER THAN FRESH. 

‘The value of frozen fish 'as food is not generally appreciated by the 
people of Canada. Experiments have recently been conducted by Dr: 
Clark, investigator in the United States Bureau of Chemistry, which 
prove that the food constituents undergo no change in freezing, and the 
food value of the fish is the same a year after it is frozen, as when land- 
ed. Care should be taken, however, in thawing out. If tho fish is thaw- 

==" ed out in hot water it loses some of its food value, and also its flavor.

to the colony.in 1774, 

John Winslow was a direct descend- 
ant of Mary Chilton, said to bo the 
first white wotnan to set foot in Amer- 
ica. She afterwanl married Sir Ed- 
ward Winslow, firat’ Governor of Mas- 
zachusetts, and the Syracuse machin- 
ist is a direct descendant of Sir-Ed- 
ward Winslow. Therefore he consid- 
ers himeelf heir to the note and inter- 
est for 146 years, whieh he claims 
brings the total to $210,000. The torn 
and shattered note bears the pledge 
that it is to bear:compound interest 
payable annually.
